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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that the limitations of claim 1 5, are not taught nor suggested by van Ommering, in particular 
of the transport element flanking the outermost negative eletrodes. It should be noted that prior claim 15 fails to explicitly define the type 
of transport provided by the transport elements. Thus the claimed transport elements can reasonably provided any type of transport . 
Therefore it is reasonable that the outer elements 64 and 66 constitute elements for transporting the battery to desired locations. Given 
that interpretation In light of the extent to which claim 15 fails to define the transport asepct of these elements, van Ommering is in fact 
held to anticipate claim 15. 

The amendment to claims 30 and 31 incorporate new limitations to these claims which would require further consideration of these 
independent claims. However it should be noted that van Ommering would teach of a generic transport element as reasoned in the 
previous paragraph. 
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
